THE GERMAN CIRCULAR NOTE 
TO THE POWERS. 
: ———— 
The following is tho full text of the German 


Cireulur Noto whieh last month was telographed j 


to the German Imperial Embassies in London, 
Paria, 8t. Potorsburg, Rome, Warhington, and 
Vienna, und to the Germun' Imperial Legation 
in Tokyo :— . : 

“Tho Government of his Majesty the Emper- 
or considera that o preliminary: condition of 
entering upon diplomatic dealings with the 
Chineso Government. is the surrender of. thoze 
porsons regarding whom it has been ascertained 
that they were the original and real instigators 
of those crimos against tho law of nations which 
were committed in Peking. The number of the 
criminal instruments employed is too grest; on 
execution en messe would be against the con- 
science of the. civilized world. Tho circum- 
stances of the ease, moreover. involye the im- 
possibility of discovering oven the whole of the 
group who were the ringleaders. The few, 
however, whose guilt is notorioas ought to be 
delivered over and punished, ‘The representa- 
tives of the Powers in Peking will be in o posi- 
tion to give or to obtain competent evidence in 
this investigution. The number of those who 
are to be punished is, of Jess importance than 
their charactor us prinne movers and ringleaders. 
The Government of his Mujesty believes that 
it can reckon upon the uzanimity of all ~he 
Cabinets on this point; since indifference to the 
idea of a righteons expiation' would bo equiya- 
Jent to indifference to a repetition of tho crime. 
The Government of hie Majesty the Emperor, 
therefore, proposes to tho. Cabinets concerned 
that they should invite their representatives in 
Poking to, designate those leading Chinese por- 
sonages regarding whose guilt in reapect of the 
instigation. or Ferpettation of the crimes there 
can be no possible doubt.—BuLow.” . 

Commenting on the Note, the Times Borlin 
correspondent says —" I am led to infer that tivo 
conditions wonld render any egent of the Chi- 
nese Government acceptable to Germany when 
the proper moment -for negotiations arrives. 
First, the agent or agents must have full 
authority and powers. to negotiate: secondly, 
such person or persons must be clear of ull com- 

licity in thecrimes which hare been committed 
Peking and elsewhere, Dr. Mumm von 
Schwarzenstein stated in explicit. terms to Li 
Hong-chang, whose visitas a Viceroy he could 
not, in common diplomatic ‘courtesy, refuses to 
receive, that his Government must decline to 
enter into negotiations until the criminals of 
Peking, whatever their position, were handed 
over to justice. Thera may, therefore, be some 
troth in the otherwise untrustworthy announce- 
ments of the Chinese Pross of Shunghai to the 
effect. that thera are differences betiveen the 
Powers. on the one hand and Prince Ching on 
the other, in consequence of the preliminary, de- 
mands of the former,” ~ :

“ Germany. we rejoice to sea, takes, upon the 
subject of China’s offer to treat with tho 
Powers, the exact position we have throughout 
urged the British Government to assume. We 
congratulate her heartily upon being the firet 
to announce a policy: in this respeot worthy of 
a great nation, though wa cannot help regrot- 
ting thet the British Cabinet hesitated to 
secure for themeselves and for their country 
the houour of the initiative in_ vindicating the 
rights of civilizution. . .°.

Troops gathered from all 
directions to protect: Harbin, but Blagovest- 
chensk, loft defenceless, was besieged. ‘Lhe 
Russians seemed oblivious of the danger threa- 
tening from their relations with the Chineso, 
but al was quickly vhanged. As soon as the 
Russians went down the river on tranaport on 
idth July the forts at Aigan began, without 
any warning, to fire on pussing steamboats, and 
on the: noxt day fire was opencd on Blago- 
yestchensk ond some Russiun villages woro 
burned. The actual damage was slight, but the 
terror catsed was indescribuble and drove tho 
Cossacks to frenzy.: Tho peaceful Chinose ‘in 
the city, numbering from 3,000 to 4,000, were 
oxpelled in great haste, and, being foreod upon 
raits entirely inadequate for the puseage of 
such numbers, thoy were mostly drowned in 
attempting to cross the river. Tne stream was 
fairly black with bodies ior three duys after. 
Hundreds were counted.in the water on our 
vide through the country to reach the city. 
On-the 19th we saw 30 Chineso villages and 
hamlets in flames; We estimated that we saw 
the dwellings of 20,000 penceable Chinese in 
flames on that day, while parties of Cossacks 
were scouring the fields for Chinese. and shoot- 
ing thom down ot sight. “What became of the 
women and children nobody knew, but appurent- 
ly there was no way for them to esenpe. On 
our wsy up the river for 500 miles abovo the 
city avery Chinesé haimlet was a charred mass 
of ruins, We were told that 4,000 Chineso 
were killed. This wholesale destruction of pro- 
perty and life was thought to be « military

The Times of tho 20th ult, reports that the 
detachment ‘of Yorubay and Madras: sappers 
and miners, under the command of Captain 
Molesworth, which her Majesty had graciously 
expressed her pleaswre to pspect at Balmoral 
Castle on the 0th, spent Tresday night in 
barracks at Abordeén, leaving by an curly train 
next, morning for Ballater. At the station an 
immense crowd had: assembled to moot the men, 
who were received by Major ‘Gilstrap, of the 
Queen's Guard: Magnificent; weather —pre- 
yailed, and after two hours’ rest at the barracks 
the men were driven to Balmoral Cuptain 
Molesworth‘ had his men drawn up in front of 
the Castle, and when the Queen appegred ins 
landan drawn by two beautiful greys and ucconi- 
panied by Princess Henry of Battenberg and 
the Ducliess of York, her Mujesty was received 
with a Royal salute, The troops were put 
through various evolutions, and the Queen 
seomed highly pleased with the sppesrance of 
the contingent, After a brief but close inapec- 
tion, her Majesty, addressing the men, said ;— 
“Tam very pleased to see you here, I am very 
proud of my Indian Army and watch with the 
greatest: interest the excellent work they have 
been’ doing, not only in Africa, bat’ also in 
China.” The Queen's brie£ words were repeated 
by Captain Molesworth to the Huglish-speaking 
non-commissioned officers of the Mudras detach- 
ment, who in turn translated the specth to the

AN INTERESTING SUIT ABOUT 
A CHEQUE. 


——— 
The Chief Justice of Ceylon and Mr, Justice 
Browne have been’ engaged-in the Colombo 
Police Court heaving the. arguments of counsel 
in u singularly interesting cheque case. The 
circamstances attending the auit,“and the con- 
tention of counsel on both sides, are given in 
the Ceylon Times of the 8th inst. as follows::— 
Some time in Fanunry, 1899, o leaf ont of a 
cheque-book of the defendant (a Chetty) was 
Jost, Like most. Chetties, the defendant had s 


number of cheques ready sizned, but notefilled | — 


up us to amount, payee, and date, The leaf was 
‘ytolen in Kandy by one Rahman S:ibo, who 
came down to Colombo at once, and, filling the 
cheyyie up for R2,800 payable to himself. cashed 
it, with the plaintiff (another Chetty), Ralman 
Sdibo was. subsequently criminally charged 
and convicted of forgery... Plaintiff is a.Chet- 
ty who cashes cheques. for a> commission, 
which in this case was BRJ3 -.Cn presenting 
thy’cheque for payment; the plaintitt discover- 
od that the cheque,was.a forgery. But.he had 
‘already paid yolue for it, and he now sues the 
defendant for ‘the recovery of the amount. In 
the Kandy Conrt plaintiff lost his case and has 
appealed: Mr. Wendt appeirs fcr the plaintiff, 
and Mr. de Sampayo for the defendant. The 
question ix, Who is able for the cheque? ‘The 
Chief Justice opincd that the defendmt was 
liable, bécause, by keeping signed cheques, ha 
gave occesion for. the forgery. Mr. Wendt 
roplied that tho.defendunt might be lisble if he 
was negligent. In England « signed cheque 
would be negligence, but in Ceylon ‘it was the 


usual custom sinong. Chetifes, who could ngé | 


s:gn in English, to go' bofore the Maunger and 
signs number of cheques:‘at atime. ‘The Chief 
Justice said thet if that was so, the Chetty 
might have taken thé -precantion of crcssing the 
signed cheques. Mv. Wendt pointed out that 
would be difficult, inasmuch as when the Chetty 
desired to give o cheque to persons not. haying 
un account in the Bank. he would have to pay a 
commission, ‘The Chief Justice did not see the 
difficulty.
